Oreglia’s Liberality.

OME, July 23.—{By Atlantic Cable.} 

From sunrise until sunset thous- 

ands of people passed before the 
bier of Leo XIII, whose body lies in 
state in the basilica of St. Peter's. It 
was originally intended that this op- 
portunity to review the remains should 
run th three days, but tonight 
the Associated Press representative 
learns that the time is likely to be cur- 
talled, and that the funeral may be 
held Friday, instead of Saturday night, 
owing to the evidence that decomposi- 
tion is setting m. This is due to to- 
day's severe heat, from which no em- 
balming could protect the 
body. 

The will of the dead Pope was opene i 
at today’s meeting of the Congrega- 
of Cardinals. It consists of thir- 
ty-six pages in the handwriting of 
Leo XIII, and leaves all the proper y 
of which he died possessed to his suc- 
cessor for the use of the church. To 
each member of his family he leaves a 
present, to be chosen from the valu- 
able objects in his apartments. Similar 
presents are bequeathed to his physi- 
clans. The total amount of the pros 
erty which he left is not yet known. 

The impression of those who today 
passed before the gates of St. Peter's 
to view the remains was one of intense 
pity, combined with a certain sense of 
horror. The body was tilted up on 
the catafalque in order mat all mig*t 
see the terribly-shrunken face. Au 
ordinary skull, in a frame of gold, 'y- 
ing in the midst of a mass of red robes 
could scarcely have been more typica! 
of death. | 
Except at sunrise, when the crush 
threatened a panic, all those whc 
wished it had an entrance to St. 
Peter's. During the day, many of those 
who passed in stopped before the cata- 
falque to say a quiet prayer. Hur 
dreds of women and even some of the 
men carried children in their arms. 

MARKED EVENTS. 

An important political factor was in. 
troduced into the ceremony by the en- 
trance into St. Peter's of Italian sol 
diers, who remained there throughout 
the day to preserve order. Their pres- 
ence there in such a capacity, unpre e 
dented in the history of modern Italy, 
is taken as an indication of better re- 
lations between the government and 
Vatican, as it was by the consent, if 
not by the desire of the Vatican au- 
thorities, that they employed troops of 
the Quirinal in papal territory. | 

Another feature that is causing com- 
ment along the same liges is that Car- 
dinal Oreglia, in receiving a deputation 
of the city fathers of Rome, who rep- 
resent every party, charged them to 
thank also their Liberal colleagues for 
the manifestations of sympathy which 
they showed during the illness of the 
Pope. The cardinal, continuing his con- 
versation, indicated satisfaction over 
similay manifestations from similarly ; 
constituted bodies of the kingdom of 
Italy, such as communal councils and 
provincial deputations, including that 
of Rome, which is presided over by. 
Prince Felice Borghez. 

“It is an unexpected tribute,” ex- 
claimed the cardinal, “which no one 
would have imagined twenty-five years 
ago.” 

In this connection, additional inter- 
est attaches to today's meeting of the 
Congregation of the Cardinals which 
appointed Mer. Pifferi as confessor of 
the conclave, a committee to under- 
take the arrangements of the con- 
clave and select other officials, 
such as physicians, who will at- 
tend them during their seclusion. The 
most important matter before the meet- 
ing however, was a proposition pre- 
sented by Cardinal Oreglia to send a 
note to the diplomatic audience ac- 
credited to the Holy See for the pur- 
pose of representing to the powers the 
condition of the papacy, since the loss 
of its temporal power and the trana- 
fer of the capital of the Italian gov- 
ernment to Rome. From what leaks 
out, it appears that the proposition pro- 
voked considerable discussion, and 
Cardinals Steinhuber, Mathieu and 
Vives y Tuto favored the dispatch of a 
most energetic note concerning the 
question of reclaiming the papal rights. 
Cardinals Agliiardi and Serafino Van- 
nutelli, on the contrary, advocated a 
milder Wording of this document, which 
they considered should maintain the 
historical pretensions of the Holy See, 
but in temperate language. The ma- 
jority of the congregation decided to 
pursue a middie course, and entrustea 
Cardinal Merry Del Val with the duty 
of drawing up the document for sub- 
mission to another meeting of the Con- 
gregation. The note, when approved, 
will be presented to the diplomatic 
body, signed by Cardinals 
Macchi and Netto, deans of the thre. 
orders into which the Sacred College 
is divided. 

After the will of Leo XIII had deen 
opened, it was the intention of the 
cardinals to ma the strictest se- 
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. learned that it comprises thirty-six 


sheets in the handwriting of the late 
Pope, except additions evidently made 
in his later years, when the Pope found 
considerable difficulty in writing, owing 
to the trembling of his hand, which was 
so pronounced before his death that he 
was obliged to hold his right hand with 
his left when he made his signature. 
The earlier portions of the testament 
include the recommendation which the 
testator addressed to his excutors, Car- 
dinals Rampolla, Mocenni and Cretoni, 
on the best way to continue the relig- 
fous impulse, as well as the policy fol- 
lowed by the Holy See during later 
years. 

The document then enumerates al! 
the property which Leo possessed, and 
provides that it shall all go to the suc- 
cessor for the benefit of the church, 
including even the presents which 
might be considered personal, rather 
than gifts to the Pontiff as such. The 
money which the Pope left is in a 
closed safe in his bedroom, the keys 
having been given to different persons 
mentioned in the will. 

All the land purchased and buildings 
erected for institutions personally 
founded by Leo are put in the name 
of the Holy See to avoid possible claims 
‘from relatives, as the Pope probably 
remembered that some time after the 
death of Pius IX, the latter's nephews 
instituted a suit against the church, 
claiming f. 15,000 as their portion of 
hig estate. The will ends by provid- 
ing that his remains shall be buried 
in the basilica of St. John Lateran, 
in the tomb which he had already 
chosen. 

The commission of cardinals en- 
trusted with the arrangements for the 
conclave has presented a plan whicn 
involves an expenditure of $1400, ana 
nesures that everything will be in 
readiness for the opening of the con- 
clave July 31. Apartments still occu- 
pied by Cardinal Rampolla will be di- 
vided into four rooms, in order to ac- 
commodate four of the cardinals dur- 
ing the conclave. | 

Now that the Pope's will has been 
opened, the work of removing the 
things in his apartment which he be- 
queathed by the terms of the instru- 
ment has begun. If the new Pontiff 
desires to occupy the same apartment, 
only the bedroom furniture will be 
changed. Following an ancient cus- 
tom, however, the new Pope could not 
take possession of the old apartments 
until several months after his election. 


PROCESSION BY THE BIER. 
FROM LIFE’S ORDINARY WALKS. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 
ROME, July 23.—{ By Atlantic Cable.) 
Today, the form ef Leo XIII lay m 
state in the basilica of St. Peter's, 
while thousands of persons from the 
orüinary walks of life filed past to pay 
their last tributes of love and venera- 
tion. The impressive ceremonies of 
yesterday were viewed by only a 
favored few of the nobility, aristocracy 
and the highest clergy. but today the 
doors were opened to the entire public. 
Many remained on the piazza through- 
out the hot night in order to gain a 
place at the head the line. By 5 
o'clock this morning, there was 2 
crowd of several hundred, which had 
increased by 6 o'clock to several thous- 

ands. 

Elaborate preparations had deen 
made to guard against accidents in the 
erush. All converging streets were 
cleared of vehicles, leaving them free 
for foot passengers, while six ambu- 
lance stations had been erected, in- 
cluding one at the entrance of the 
piazza and another beside the door of 
St. Peter's. 

Exactly at 6 o'clock the bells of the 
great cathedral began tolling mourn- 
fully, a small bell beginning in the high 
notes and the chimes running down 
through the scale until a deep bass 
stroke had completed the minor chord. 

At the sound of the first bell, 
regiments of Italian grenadiers 
marched smartly across the piazza to 
the stone steps, and soon the east por- 
tico swarmed for the first time in 
years with Italian troops, 300 on the 
portico and 1200 surrounding the colon- 
nades. The grenadiers wore long blue 
service coats and peaked caps. They 
stood in double column at parade rest, 
the lines extending from the threshold 
of the church through a narrow gate- 
way of a temporary wooden structure 
which was holding back the crowds. At 
five minutes after 6 o'clock the gate 
was opened, and the human tide began 
to flow in. The jam at the narrow en- 
trance soon became terrific, threaten- 
ing serious results to the struggling 
mass of half-fainting women and chil- 
dren. Although the crowd was not ex- 
traordinarily large, the steady move- 
ment into the funnel-like inclosure 
made the pressure terrific. Many 
women had their dresses or veils torn 
off, and some were lifted, exhausted, 


over the wooden inclosure and out of 


the crush. Fortunately, there were +9 
serious accidents, and the ambulances 
were not summoned. 

Within the church temporary rall- 
ings had been erected to keep the peo- 


ber. This wag the center toward 
which all eyes turned. The body lay 
on a catafalque ten feet high, so that 
all could see it. The body was silghtly 
inclined, with the head raised and fac- 
ing the passing throng. The visage 
had a chalky whiteness, and appeared 
to be unnaturally shriveled. Ii was 
robed in the full vestments, as the 
Roman people knew the Pontiff in life. 
Around the bier burned thirteen high 
candles, while on each side stood the 
Noble Guards, motionless. Farther 
back were kneeling priests and aco- 
lytes, softly intoning invocations. 

The crowd pushed against the iron 
trellis, which separates the chapel 
from the main portion of the church, 
but those who expected to kiss the 
slippered feet were disappointed, as 
the officials had adopted preéa utionary 
measures, so that the lower extrem- 
ities of the body were haif a yard 
back of the iron grating. All ranks 
and stations of life were represented 
in the throng. Crowds continued to 
pass before the bier throughout the 
morning. 
At o'clock a. m., the 

Pontifical requiem mass — 
brated in St. Peter's for the repose of

ple in a straight line leading to the 
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wooden barriers, but other entrances 
were provided for those desiring to 
assist at the mass on the other side 
of the church. Several thousand peo- 
ple were present, although in so vast 
a church, capable of containing 70,000 
persons, they appeared to be a mere 
handful, especially as all were stand- 
ing. 

During the hot hours of the day, 
the crowd at St. Peter's decreased, 
and little difficulty was en 
in viewing the body. 

CARDINAL OREGLIA FEEBLE. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED M1 
ROME, July 23.—Cardinal Oreglia, 
Dean of the Sacred College, is feeble 
and worn out owing to his long-un- 
accustomed exertions. His life as a 
Cardinal was one of uninterrupted se- 
renity, and he now practically bears 
the entire burden of the (Aurch, and 
also the minute details of the prep- 
arations for the obsequies and the 
conclave. Notwithstanding this, he 
opened this morning's meeting of the 
Congregation of Cardinals. The num- 
ber of those present today was aus- 
mented by the presence of two new 
arrivals, Cardinal Svampa, Archbishop 
of Bologna, and Cardinal Boschi, Arch- 
bishop of Ferrera. The former was es- 
pecially warmly welcomed by his col- 
leagues, as being one of the most 
prominent Cardinals of the Sacred Col- 
lege, and because he mentioned 
among those most likely to succeed 

Pope Leo, 


Oreglia's responsibilities have softened 
his austerity, and that he is directing 
affairs with firmnéss, but 
harshness, showing the Cardinals ev- 
ery consideration and givipg constant 
proof of equanimity. At this morning's 
meeting of the Congregation of Cardi- 
nals a committee, consisting of Car- 
dinals Casall. Macchi. and Della Volpe, 
was appointed to supervise all the ar- 
rangements in connection with the con- 
clave. | | 

Drs. Lapponi and Pelegallo, a sur- 
geon, Professor Cagiata, and a drug- 
gist were appointed to attend the Car- 
dinals while they are shut up. Fi- 
nally, the ‘Cardinals appointed a com- 
mittee to receive the cage containing 
the papal treasure from the Congrega- 
tion of Briefs, whose work is suspended 
until a new pe is elected, and to re- 
ceive the apal seal from the apostolic 
chancellery.

Secretary Cor- 
telyou, of course, received these papers, 
but the fact is Miller was not dis- 
charged for calling anybody names, 
Tor neglecting his work, or being ineffi- 
‘clent, or for anything else than that 
he had ceased being a member of the 
-union. He was discharged for that and 
nothing else. 

Current opinion in Washington to- 
night is that the President will stand 
by his order reinstating Miller, that 
Miner will return to work, and that 
then it will be up to the unionists who 
are now boasting that they will never 
consent to work with a non-union man, 
te either work with Miller or quit the 
government service. And the opinion 
here further is that there will be more

MUST STRIKE OR BACK DOWN.

Palma to Send Loan Negotiators 
to This Couniry Case of a 
Naval Lieutenant.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] When Representative Can- 
non left here, the other day, after a 
conference with Secretary Shaw, it was 
well understood among his friends that 
one of the purposes of his journey Bast 
was to learn what progress was being 
made toward an agreement among the 
students of finance as to some reme- 
dial currency legislation by the next 
Congress. But it was equally under- 
stood that no definite outcome could 
be expected at this time from the con- 
ference at Oyster Bay between the 
President and the next Speaker. 

It is known, however, that this Is 
only the beginning of a series of con- 
ferences upon the currency question 
that will be held during the coming 
three months. The President has 
frankly expressed his appreciation of 
the high importance of this subject. He 
will call into the council the represen- 
tatives of all interests in all parts of 
the country, financial, industrial and 
commercial, that are most concerned 
in making a medium of exchange au- 
tomatically responsive to business de- 
mands. And it has become an open 
secret here that the President has 
learned already that while there is a 
general agreement as to the impor- 
tance of currency reform, there is a 
serious disagreement as to its method. 
Men of equal or similar rank as au- 
thorities have presented to him widely 
different plans. 

Therein lies thé explanation of Can- 
non's non-committal attitude. He ad- 
mits the existence of defects in the 
present system. He doubts the present 
urgency for their cure. But, if he said 
to the President what he has said to 
others, his remarks were in effect that 
the financial doctors disagree; that it 
would be unbecoming for him to offer 
to formulate an individual plan; that 
he will not exercise his power as 
Speaker to block legislation upon which 
there shall be general agreement and 
for which there is widespread public 
demand. He candidly recognizes the 
importance of future cotperation be- 
tween the administration and the 
Speaker, but first his inquiry will be, 
What progrera is there toward an 
agreement upon a ‘policy? 

In reply, the President told Mr. Can- 
non that it is not the Executive's busi- 
ness to frame a bill—that must be done 
by others—while in his message to 
Congress he will make general, rather 


than specific, recommendations. 


HE DRAWS THE LINE.

Dispatch.] Congressman Cannon has 
been hobnobbing with old friends here 
for the past two or three days. He 
is browned by the sun, rugged and 
vigorous-looking, and as rustic in ap- 
pearance as ever.

Cannon will talk good-naturedly on 
almost any topic but tre proposed 
financial bill that Senators Aldrich, 
Lodge and Spooner have agreed upon. 
When this matter is mentioned the 
prospective Speaker bridles up and re- 
fuses, in anything but an agreeable 
manner, to discuss his attitude to- 
ward the proposed remedial financial 
legislation, or its prospects of success 
next November. 

A member of the Cabinet who talked 
with Mr. Cannon during his recent 
visit here, said that, in his judgment, 
the proposed financial measure would 
have pretty rough sledding next fall, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
President had declared in its favor. 

“The fact of the matter is.“ he said, 
“Mr. Cannon is tremendously jealous 
of the Senate. What he calls the 
usurpation of the Senate has always 
been a sore point with him. He di- 
rectly resents the action of Senators 
Aldrich, Spooner and Lodge, in get- 
ting together to frame the legislative 
programme of the next Congress on 


the matter of currency. Even Presi- 


dent Roosevelt will have hard work in 
getting Cannon to come around. Of 
course the members of the Finance 
Committee of the Senate expect that 
the President will be able to fix Can- 
non. so that he will not, at least ac- 
tively, oppose the desired legislation. 
But what the friends of the bill want 
is his pronounced and hearty support, 
for without it there is but little show 
for favorable action on the measure.”

KELLY TELLS HIS STORY or THE 
THOUSAND-DOLLAR CHECK.

Lobbyist Declares that Former Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Had Been Long on 
His Payroll and He Produces Nine 
Checks in Evidence Thereof. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

ST: LOUIS, July 23.—A special from 
a staff correspondent at Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, Ontario, today says that D. 
J. Kelly gave to the Post-Dispatch to- 
day for the first time his story of the 
$1000 check dated March 27, which was 
handed to Robert Lee for his brother, 
John A. Lee, former Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, and upon which the two indict- 
ments charging Kelly with attempted 
bribery are based. 

Lee declared to Atty.-Gen. Crow that 
he understood this was bribe money, 
but that he refused to accept it. Lee 
held the check for two weeks before 
turning it over to the authorities. 

Kelly says that from the time the 
1903 legislative session. opened, Lee 
begged him by wire and letter to let 
him have some money. H@ was sorry 
for Lee’s distress, but he thought he 


had given him enough during the two 


preceding years and was tired of 
—— his financial wants. 

March 26, 1903/Lee went to the of- 
fice of the American Queen, the organ 
of the National Health Society in New 
York, and, according to Kelly, 
ald: Tou know, Kelly, you promised 
me some money, and 1 think I ought 
to have it.” 

“I don’t consider,” replied Kelly, 
“that you have done anything for me, 
— I guess I can let you have a thous- 
and.” 

When Kelly reached St. Louis 4 week 
later he handed the $1000 check to 
Robert E. Lee, at the Planters Hotel. 

March 31, 1903, Kelly received the 
following written note from John A. 
Lee: “Paper you gave Bob cannot > 
used at present; I will have it re- 
turned, and you can send New York 
exchange payabie to Mrs. Lee.” 

This Kelly refused to do. 

Now,“ sald Mr. Kelly, “if I ate 
tempted to bribe Lee in that instance, 
why didn’t he mention all the circum- 
stances of a similar nature that I had 
sent to him?“ 

Kelly then showed the correspondent 
nine other checks for sums aggregating 
$2250 which he said he sent Lee be- 
tween November 21, 1901, and Decem- 
ber 14, 1902.

In order to reach the Bimini Baths 
this road will have to cross three 
public streets—Occidental boulevard, 
Hoover street and Commonwealth ave- 
nue.

The grade for the new road is twen- 
ty-two feet wide, made to accormmo- 
date double tracks, and the work yes- 
terday made a showing on about eight 
blocks. There will be one deep cut of 
about twenty-two feet, and one large 
fill. The balance of the line is compar- 
atively easy work, and it is estimated 
the grading will be completed within 
a month. 

That the new line ts to be built for 
prospective business is obvious, as at 
present it would not pass half a dozen 
houses along the entire route. The 
Traction cars already carry passengers 
to within a few blocks of the baths, 
and can amply handle all traffic to 
that point.

After 
that, bad fortune pursued him. He 
was forced to sacrifice his home and 
his wife's jewels. Finally, his wife 
Was compelled to take an arduous po- 
sition as a h in a lodging- 
house, in order to her family, 
her husband being a sick bed. In 
vain she applied for assistance to 
those who had in former days enjoyed 
his hospitality. Not a cent did she 
get, and finally she was forced to bor- 
row a couple of dollars from a neigh- 
bor, so as to save him from the ig- 
nominy of being carried to the hos- 
pital in a public ambulance. 

It seems, then, as if we must add 
to the other shortcomings of San 
Francisco, the charge of ingratitude. 
How San Francisco has, changed 
since the early days! could 
conceive of such a thing as this be- 
ing possible in “the days of old, the

PAST SEASON’S WEATHER. 

ihe year of the United States 
Weather Bureau closed on the 30th 
of June. Mr. Franklin, the ever 
obliging observer in charge of the 
local Weather Bureau, has furnished 
The Times the following communica- 
tion regarding the rainfall, etc. of 


from September 1, 
1902, to June 30, 1903, amounted to 
19.32 inches. It is just ten years 
since we had so heavy a rainfall as 
this—in 1892-3, when 26.27 inches of 
rain fell. From September 1 to De- 
cember 31, 1902, 4.98 inches fell, be- 
ing .48 inches less than the average 
for this period. From January 1 to 
Apri, 30, 1903, 14.32 inches fell, being 
4.95 inches in excess of the average, 
the rain of thé past season coming at a 
time when it was the most needed. Dur- 


ing March and April, while the crops 


were maturing, 10.70 inches of rain 
fell, being 7 Inches in excess of the 
average. 

The average rainfall, as computed 
from the records of the Weather Bu- 
reau for the past twenty-five years, is 
This is about an 
inch and a half less than the average 
fifteen years ago, when it was usu- 
ally placed at 17 inches. It has been 
considerably reduced by the series 


of “dry years” between 1893 and last 


— 


yeas, For instance, the aggregate 
rainfall for the three seasons, 1897-98. 
1898-09 and 1900, was only 20.56 
inches, or less ‘ an the rainfall in 
several single seasons, such as 
1892-93. 

The past season was cooler than 
the average, the temperature showing 
a monthly deficiency of 1 to 3 de- 
grees, except the month of December, 
which was normal, and January, 
which showed an excess of 4 degrees. 
One striking feature of the past sea- 
son was the deficiency in sunshine. 
except Janmary and February, when 
the sunshine was above the normal. 
March, April and May showed the 
greatest deficiency, those months being 
21, 9 and 16 per cent. below the aver- 
age, respectively. Southern Califor- 
nians had much difficulty in explain- 
ing to those who were here for the 
first time that such weather was al- 
together exceptional, the statement 
being often received with a cynical 
smile. Hence it gives us pleasure to 
produce the following official table 
for the benefit of these doubting 
Thomases. It shows the tempera- 
ture and sunshine departures from av- 
erages. The dashes indicate deficien- 
cies and the stars excess over the av- 
erages for those months:

If it is neces- 
sary for legislation to be had before 
a merger can be accomplished, then 
the mecessary steps should be taken 
to secure such legislation at the next 
legislative session. |
